Can Cancer be Prevented? 


Out of the mass of compara- 
tively small discoveries bearing 
upon the causes and possible cures 
for cancer, there has emerged one 
enormous and dazzling statement: 
eancer is largely preventable. Ac- 
cording to a National Health 
Week release, an increasing 
amount of attention is being given 
to the prevention of disease, even 
though prevention is less glamor- 
ous than many aspects of the 
treatment of disease, and cancer 
is no exception. 

Dr. R. M. Taylor, executive vice- 
“president of the Canadian Cancer 
Society, believes that fully 70 per- 
cent of all cancer, might be pré? 
vented. “There is more potential 
gain to be made by. prevention 
than through any method of 
treatment devised so far,” he says. 

He bases his opinion largely on

leancer. A comparatively high in- 
jciden + of cancers of the bladder 
has been found among workers 
| exposed to chemicals in certain 
| dye manufacturing industries, 
And the incidence of skin cancer 
jis very high among whites in 
Australia due to prolonged ex- 
posure to the tropical sun. 


“Of course,” says Dr. ‘Taylor, 
“once findings become available, it 
is up to the public to take ad- 
vantage of them. Unfortunately, 
this has not been the case with 
ee cancer, There is an over- 

elming collection of fact and 
opinion which ‘incriminates cigar- 
ette-smoking as a prime cause of 
lung cancer. And yet the Canadian 
consumption of cigarettes is ap- 
parently Increasing.” 

‘The Canadian Cancer Society's 
attack upon cancer takes three 
main forms: research, education 
and welfare services, The Society 
backs research by contributing 
more than 80 percent of the funds 
allocated by its affiliated group, 
the National Cancer Institute of 
Canada, for this purpose. Since 
1947 a total of $11,400,000 has 
been made available for fesearch 
projects and facilities. 

In 1963, 42.8 percent of the So- 
Mety’s budget will be spent on re- 
search. Education and welfare ser- 
vices will account for the next 
largest portion-——40,.8 percent. The 
Society's educational efforts are 
largely concerned with impressing 
upon the public the need te recog~ 
nize cancer symptoms and atart 
treatment early because it has 
been shown over and over again 
that the patient's chances of sur- 
viving an attack of cancer are in- 
finitely better when treatment is 
begun early in the course of the 
Msease. ‘ 

The Society's only sources of in- 
come are voluntary contributions 
and bequests. This year it needs 
$3,682,000 to carry on its three- 
pronged assault on this age-old 
disease.

Drinking habits 
remain steady 


Canadians drank exactly the 
same amount of beer in 1962 as 
they did 10 years ago, according 
to final figures on last year’s per 
capita consumption released by 
Dominion Brewers Association, na- 
tional trade organization of the 
brewing industry. 


The average Canadian drank 
13.56 gallons of beer or ale in 
1952, and exactly the same amount 
in 1962 — which may indicate 
steadiness of character-on the 
part of the beer drinker, or the 
fact that he determined his true 
capacity with scientific exactitude 
10 years ago. 

He also shows remarkable fide- 
lity to his favorite type of beer: 
whether it was ale, lager, porter or 
stout, the Brewers Association 
says. During the past six years 
that records have been kept on 
this, the preference has changed 
only one percentage point: in 1957 
some 65 percent perferred ale, 34 
percent lager, and one percent 
porter and atout;. in 1962 ale 
dropped one percent to 64 percent, 
which lager picked up, bringing 
it to 35 percent. Porter and stout 
remained at one percent. 


Slightly less Canadian beer was 
exported in 1962 than in 1961: 
121,643 barrela (of 25 imperial 
gallons) compared with 123,352

cause I refused to believe all the 


fashionable gloom and doom talk 
in Canada. 

Of course, 39 percent polled: did 
think Canada’s development wes 
unsound and the remainder had no 
opinion, but the survey at least 
stimulated same good rebutts. For 
instance: 

One distinguished editorial 
writer tackled the Gallup poll. an- 
swers’ given by the dissatisfied 
Canadians ... “Too much unem- 
ployment” and “political instabil- 
ity and confusion”. 

“There is no way of saying how 
much unemployment is too much,” 
he wrote, “but unemployment is 
not peculiar to Canada among the 
industrialized nations.” He pointed 
out it was a major problem in the 
U.S. and in Britain.

BOATING WITH STAN DAVIES 


“} have just bought a boat 
which the dealer called a lap- 
streak ,but one of my friends 
calie it cHnkerbuilt,. what's the 
difference 7?” 

This excerpt out of a letter 
(from Mr, N.1., Port Arthur) is 
indicative of the confusion in 
many boaters minds of the 
words used in boating. 

The proper word is LAP- 
STRAKE, and it is applied to 
wooden boata in which the 
planks or strakes of the hull 
are lapped like the siding’ on a 
house. 

Cjinkerbuilt means exactly 
the same thing. It is an old En- 
giish expression now strangely 
enough, more common in the 
U.S. than in Canada. 

Actually the boat referred to 
in this particular letter was not 
really a lapstrake at all, but an 
imitation moulded in fibre glass 
reinforced. plastic, 

Now the origin of the lap- 
strake design is clouded in an- 
tiquity, The Vikings used it, so 
did the boat builders of Rhodes 
when that small island domin- 
ated fhe Mediterranean .. .- 
and the civilized world 

The term clinkerbuilt comes 
from the .Teutonic word clinch 
and refers to the fastenings 
along the edge of each lapped 
plank, It was first used in 
England to differentiate a ship

The modern clinkerbuilt or 
lapstrake boat is often a fast 
outboard craft that’s tough and 
seaworthy. 

It's tough and strong because 
the lapped. planks in the hull 
have so much area in contact 
with each other, and they are 
“elinched” along each edge of 
every plank. This makes for 4 
very strong construction unit. 

The drawback is that lap- 
astrake hull is usually heavier 
than one of similar size made 
of carvel-style planks or strips 
of sheet plywood. 

But because of it's good quali- 
ties the lapstrake design has 
been copied in reinforced plas- 
tie by many boat builders and 
the qualities of ruggedness 
carry through into the fibre 
glass models.

MAKING CLOTHES 
AND MONEY 


The fashion business is famous 
for contradictions. For instance, 
the first summer heat wave in 
eastern Canada finds models dis- 
playing fur coats, while they 
model new bathing suit styles in 
December. This June, Fa. fashion 
market week for buyers from 


| aaross the land opened in Montreal 


in “the usual sweltering tempera- 
tures. 

Montreal is the largest centre 
of fashion manufacturers in Can- 
Toronto is the second centre 
with a third smaller group of 
manufacturers located in Winni- 
peg. Vancouver has a scattering 
of fashion houses but store buyers 
converge on the big eastern cities 
to shop for the clothing they will 
offer Canadians in the months to 
come, 

True to the contradictory tra- 
dition of fashion there is one not- 
able exception to this concentra- 
tion of garment markers. One of 
the largest manufacturers of 
clothing in the whole British Com- 
monwealth is located in Edmon- 
ton, Alberta. It produces 12,000 
— per day-in that western 
city. 

Here is another contradiction. 
GWG was established in 1911 to 
make work clothes—overalls, auni- 
forms and other such unglamor- 
ous but essential grab. A few 
years ago it added styling’ to its 
lines and invaded the fashionable 
world of sports and casual cloth- 
ing with notable success. It haa 
grown 63 percent in five years. 

A Toronto business writer who 
recently. got his first look at 
GWG wrote: “It is an astounding 
sight to poke your head in the 
door of GWG and be confronted 
with an area as large as a foot- 
ball field filled with sewing ma- 
chines all going like mad, But 
there is neither madness nor con- 
fusion‘about the operation, There 
cannot be in a factory that oper- 
ates on a mass production basis 
and yet produces 300 different 
lines of products in as many as 
72 different sizes per line.” 

He was also fascinated to learn 
that GWG. turns 340 miles of 
cloth -— enough to cover the main 
rail line from Toronto to. Mon- 
treal — into garments each month, 
What's more he found the firm 
uses 99.5 percent Canadian fab- 
rics and stands ready to match 
ite products against anything 
made in U.8. factories, as to price 
and quality.’ ¥ 

The writer lauded the GWG ef- 
ficiency and ita ability meet 
foreign competition and concluded 
that only one problem stood in the 
way of its continuing progress and 
future expansion, This problem is, 
of course, common to all the gar- 
ment trade in Canada. It ie the 
hit raids on the domestic clothing 
market being made by low-wage 
foreign producers. Somehow, he 
felt, Canadian manufacture should 
be given a defence against such 
raids before rather than after the 
has been done.

With the assistance of the Earl 
of Warwick, Frobisher was placed 
in command of an expedition con- 
sisting of two twenty-five ton 
ships, the “Gebriel” and the 
“Michael”, as well as a ten ton 
pinnace. They weighed anchor at 
Blackwall on ‘the 7th of June. 

During the crossing, the pinnace 
was lost in a storm and the crew 
of the “Michael” turned back. 
Frobisher, however, pressed for- 
warc until the shores of Labrador 
were sighted on the 28th of July. 
A few days later Frobisher Bay 
was reached and the explorers 
mistakenly thought they had found 
a strait leading to the open sea. 
Adverse weather conditions and 
ice impeded further progress and 
he was finally forced to return 
home. 

Sir Martin's exploits created 
great interest in the commercial 
world, esnec oly © - * was rue 
moured that the “biack earth” | 
had broyght ou... 5 gold ore. 
This interest paved the way for 
the fitting out-of a better equipped 
expedition. The Queen loaned the 
services of the Royal Navy and 
subscribed a considerable sum to- 
wards the project. Frobisher was 
then made High Admiral of all 
lands and waters that might be 
discovered by him. 

On May 26th, 1577, the second 
expedition set sail from Black- 
wall. Miners, refiners and other 
skilled personnel were included in 
the complément of 120 men, Two 
months later they landed on the 
south shore of Frobisher Bay and 
took possession of the land in the 
name of the Queen. Unfortunately, 
much of their time was spent in 
collecting practically worthless ore 
rather in the pursuit of further 
explorations. However, on their re- 
turn to England consideration was 
given to the setting up of a third 
and more ambitious expedition 
which was to attempt the esta- 
bishment of a colony as well. 

On the 3ist of May, 1587 the 
expedition, consisting of fifteen 
vessels, left Harwick. Less than 4 
month later they reached Green- 
land and in mid-summer, Fro- 
bisher Bay was sighted. Once 
again the ice, made treacherous 
by the stormy set, drove the small 
fleet up through Hudson strait. 
After proceeding only a few miles 
up the strait they retraced their 
course and entered Frobisher Bay. 
Some attempt was made to pros- 
pect and to find a setlement but

SWIMMERS BEWARE 

At the risk of spoiling some 
of your enjoyment ar the beach 
or iakeside cottaze; here is & 
reminder about water safety. 
Did you know the majority of 
Canadian drowned each summer 
are people who «now how to 
swim? Non - swimmers take 
fewer chances, stay. away from 
fast-running water anu are more 
wary of boats 

Swimmers who drown are 
most often unexpectedly dumped 
into: the water, sometimes with 
a blow on the head from’ an 
overturning boat or canoe. Thus 
their ability to swim is no proof 
against drowning, Adults who 
carefully outfit their children in 
life jackets. when taking. to 
their boats, but scorn to wear 
one themselves, are all potential 
drowning victims. 

Proponents of life jackets for 
water safety have long urged 
hunters, fishermen, yachtsmen 
and all who work or play near 
water to wear jackets for their 
own protection. They have urged 
most unsuccessfully. Besides the 
false security inherent in an 
ability to swim, most people dis-" 
like life jackets because of their 
bulkiness, feeling they restrict 
their activities. 

Now, an answer to this prob- 
lem.has appeared in the form 
of a new light, compact life- 
jacket that looks like nothing 
more than a plastic necklace 
loosely tied by straps which 
cross around the back. It 
weighs 15 ounces, is simple to 
wear, completely unrestricting 
and smal] enough to pack in @ 
very small haversack. 

A revolutionary Canadian in- 
yention, the new Tul automatic 
life jacket, was demonstrated 
recently to members of the 
armed services, industry and the 
press. One after another, some 
fully, \clothed, fell or jumped 
into a swimming pool. As each 
broke. the water, the plastic 
necklace erupted into a full- 
blown lifejacket. Besides inflat- 
ing instantly the Tul jacket 
turns the wearer over on his 
back and holds his face out of 
the water. This feature means 
that even if unconscious the 
jacket will hold him afloat, 

The demonstration created 
great excitement among pro- 
motors of water safety and it 
did more than that. Government 
orders for the new jacket have 
already been placed Whoosing 
the Canadian invention from 
among designs submitted from 
all over the world. Besides being | 
a boon to bridge builders, the 
marine services, and sportsmen, 
the jacket is expected to help 
save the lives of hundreds of 
ordinary citizens because it ell- 
minates many of the objections 
most hold to safety jackets,
